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DETAILED ACTION 

This action is in response to paper filed 20 December 2004. 
This action is on claims 6, 17, 19, and 20. 

Rejoinder 

Applicant has requested rejoinder of claims 7-10. 

Claim 6 directed to an allowable method and was stated to be a linking claim in 
the restriction requirement. The requirement stated the following: 

Upon the allowance of the linking claim, the restriction requirement as to the 
linked inventions shall be withdrawn and any claims depending from or otherwise 
including all the limitations of the allowable linking claim will be entitled to examination in 
the instant application, (underlining added) 

Claim 6 was amended in prosecution to add the limitation of requiring DNA 
comprising E1 B, not only E4orf6 as recited in the original. 

Thus, claims 7-10 are not subject to rejoinder and the restriction requirement is 
maintained.
